MANY TEUTON TROOPS 
MUST REMAIN IN EAST 


As Threat of Renewed Hos- | 
tilities Will Be Constant. 
Diplomatic Observers Be- 
lieve Germany Faces Dif- 
ficult Problem. 


Washington, February 12.—With the 
opening of the great campaign of 1918 
on the western front apparently with- 
in sight, military men here examined 
today with profound interest the situa- 
tion created by the signing of a peace 
pact between the central powers and 
the new Ukraine republic and the de- 
cision of the Bolshevik Russian gov- 
ernment. to stop fighting and demobilize 
the armry. 

Their conclusions were not discour- 
aging. These events on their face 
would appear to set free enormous Ger- 
man forces for the impending battle 
in the west and also to furnish new 
sources of food supply for the Teutonic 
allies, but many factors detract 
from the advantages the central pow- 
ers may derive. 

One of the threats against the west- 
ern front dwéit upon in public discus- 
sions is the fact that presumably 1,500,- 
000 prisoners of war held in Russia

There is doubt here also as to the 
extent to which the agricultural re- 
sources of the Ukraine or of Russia can 
be brought to the aid of the German 
people in the near future. Failure of 
the Russian transportation systems 
worked in Germany’s interest in under- 
mining the fighting power of the Rus- 
sian armies. The same agency now, 
necessarily, works against the central 
powers in its desire to get out food 
supplies. Moreover, the best wheat re- 
gions which may be opened to the Ger- 
mans are in a remote section of the 
Ukraine and in such poor condition that 
the agricultural system may have to 
be made over, a difficult process with 
the confusion that prevails through- 
out the region. 

Demobilization of the Russian army 
will not mean that the Austro-German- 
Bulgar forces on the frontiers can be 
wholly withdrawn. There will be a 
constant threat of renewed hostilities, 
and the Teutons must see to it that 
ample force is always at hand.

BATCHES OF CORPSES 
FOUND AMONG ROCKS 


At One Point 60 Soldiers 
Were Washed Ashore in 
Stretch Not Longer Than 
Two City Blocks — Forty-- 
Nine Bodies Found at An- 
other Point. 


A Scotch Seaport, February 12.—(By 
Associated Press.)—The American dead 
as a result of the sinking of the steam- 
er Tuscania apparently is at least 159. 

Thus far 145 bodies have been buried 
along the Scotch coast and 14 addi- 
tional bodies were recovered Monday. 
Funeral services over the latter were 
held today. ’ 

The bodies of a majority of the Amer- 
icans were identified by means of metal 
discga which the men wore and in the 
case of about twenty others who bore 
blank tags. identifcation was effected 
of most of them by a general descrip- 
tion of the bodies or by letters found in 
the pockets of the men. 

Burial of the Americans. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press who reached here with two 
American officers after a perilous voy- 
age from Ireland its @ble to give the 
first account of the last moments of 
many of the American victims who per- 
ished as a result of the Tuscania disas- 
ter and of pathetic incidents attending 
their burial on the bleak and rocky 
shores of this barren coast. 

The correspondent Monday assisted 
in the burial of sixteen Americans, 
bringing the total of those buried thus 
far to 145. Fourteen bodies of Ameri- 
cans were recovered Monday and were 
buried today. The bodies of eight 
members of the crew atso have been re- 
covered, 

The burial was at the water's edge 
at the base of rocky cliffs and was pic- 
turesque in the extreme. All the tiny 
villages for miles around were in 
mourning for the Americans and farm 
and fisher folk came great distances to 
attend the ceremonies. Twenty-five 
American survivors of the disaster who 
had been left behind for the purpose, 
assisted Rhe natives in digging the 
graves into which the khakieclad troops 
tenderly pgaced their dead Gemrades. 

Mourners qn the Cliffs. 

Looking down from the top of the 


cliffs, 300 feet above, stood the mourn- | 


ers, headed by a British colonel and 
an American private carrying an “Old 
Glory,” made for occasion by a 
group of Scotch women who, on learn- 
ing that the Americans had no large 
flag, obtained a small silk handker- 
chief edition of the flag from a ser- 
geant and remained up all night copy- 
ing it on a large scale. 

Two clergymen came many miles and 
read the Scotch and Episcopal gervices, 
after which volunteers fired three vol- 
leys, which re-echoed against the hill- 
sides. While this was going on, the 
only photographer within twenty miles 
photographed the mourners. 

The ceremony was much the same 
as was carried out at the same spot on 
the previous day, when 34 Americans 
were laid at rest in two other graves. 
So badly mutilated were many of the 
bodies that two American army offi- 
cers, who were sent here from London 
expressly for the purpose, found it 4m- 
possible to take finger prints for iden- 
tification purposea.

‘The bodies of the Americans have 
come ashore thus far on eight widely 
separated points along the coast. All 
but 14, which were recovered Monday, 
have been buried at three of the most 
central points, or where the greatest 
number were recovered.

For instance, at one point alone the 
funeral rites were carried out over six- 
ty soldiers, who were washed up within 
a stretch of coast line not longer than 
two city blocks,

POLICE 
ON GUARD. 


A strong cordon of police was thrown 
about the blazing building after the 
explosion, and the crowd of onlookers 
that gathered from all over the city 
was kept moving and forced to retreat 
beyond range of af further explosions 
that might occur from inflammable ma- 
terials which were stored in the build- 
ing. 

During the excitement that ensued 
with the fighting of the blaze a nozzle 
from one of the half dozen hoses play- 
ing on the burning building was blown 
from the plug and a nearby spectator 
was hurled headlong across the street. 
The injured young man was rushed to 
@ nearby drug store, where it was 
found that he had received only a 
number of painful cuts and bruises. 

Street car traffic on Marietta street 
was completely blocked during the 
course of the fire, and for several 
blocks back toward town cars were 
lined up and waiting for a resumal of 
their schedules. It is doubtful if street 
cars could have passed over the debris 
with which the streets were littered 
in case it had not been able to stop 
them. Automobiles were also turned 
from the street, and for some time it 
was populated only with the dense 
crowd of onlookers that gathered to 
examine the truth of wild rumors that 
floated over all parts of the city fol- 
lowing the tremendous explosion. 


EXPLOSION IN 
THOMAS PLANT. 


The explosion occurred in the Thomas 
Vulcamizng plant at 698 Marietta 
street, according to a statement by Mr. 
Gorman, of the Southern Chemical 
Products company. This company owns 
the buildings stretching from 590 to 
612 Marietta street, with the exception 
of the Thomas plant. Mr. Gorman stat- 
ed that two of the buildings were a 
total loss, and that all were badly 
wrecked. 

“The explosion occurred itn Mr. 
| Thomas’ plant just after I left 
my office five doors below,” said Mr. 
Gorman. “I had started my car and 
was just opposite the Thomas place 
when there came a burst of flame.” 

Mr. Gorman estimated that the dam- 
age sustained by the Southern Chem- 
ical Products company would be about 
$5,000, over half of which Is covered 
by insurance.

He Will Not Lift Order in the 
East Until Final Reports

Washington, February 12.—-Suspen- 
sion of the heatless Monday order in 
the east, forecast for several days, was 
postponed tonight until tomorrow, 
pending final reports from State fuel 
administrators and regional railroad 


officials on the coal opnd transporta- 
tion situation. ¢ 


The intention had freen to revoke the 
order tonight, but at a conference to- 
day Fuel Administrator Garfield and 
Director General McAdoo decided it 
would be best to obtain the fullest in- 
formation before acting. Neither offi- 
cial, however, feared a change in 
plans, 


About the only part of the country 
now giving officials concern is New 
England, where the coal shortage is 
said to be as acute as at any time in 


the last few weeks. It was indicated 
tonight that if J. J. Storrow, fuel ad- 
ministrator for New England, decided 
that Monday closing should be con- 
tinued in the New England states noth- 
ing will be done to discourage him 
from issuing a special closing order 
for that section. He is understood, 
hewever, to oppose sach a plan. 

Other state fuel administrators have 
authority to issue closing or- 
ders for their territory, but there were 
no indications tonight that they con- 
sidered them necessary. Such orders 
would have to be referred to Washing- 
ton for Dr. Garfield's approval. 

The part of the closing order estab- 
lishing a preferentia\ list of consum- 
ets for coal distribution will be con- 
tinued in force. Fuel administration 
officials believe its operation will go 
far toward solving the situation in the 
future. In effect, this part of the order 
cuts off the coal supplies of many of 
the less essential industries, as there 
admittedly is not enough coal to go 


in the preferential distribution

It Will Not Be Continued» 
as Training Center Because 
of Unsuitable Ground—Lo- 
cated Near Charlotte. 


Washington, February 12.—Secretary 
Baker has decided that Camp Greene, 
Charlotte, N. C., now occupied by regu- 
lar divisions, will not be continued as 
a permanent training center because of 
unsuitability of the ground on which 
it is located. 

Major General Dickman, senior offi- 
cer at the camp, was at the war de- 
partment today and conferred with 
various officials as to conditions aris- 
ing from lack of drainage. The medical 
department has determined, however, 
that there is no danger to_the health 
of the troops stationed there until sum- 
mer comes at least. By that time the 
troops will have been moved and the 
camp site will be abandoned accord- 
ing to present plans. 

The chief difficulty appears to be 
mud. While some sections of the camp 
site are on sandy soil which absorbs 
the surface water, large portions of it 
are on clay soil, and the result is mud 
that reaches a depth of more than two 
feet in soft spots. This condition is 
troublesome, but not necessarily dan- 
gerous to the health of the command 
at this season of the year, it is said. 

A delegation of Charlotte citizens 
came here today to protest against the 
abandonment of Camp Greene, and ex- 
pect to be given a hearing by Sec- 
retary Baker tomorrow. The selection 
of the Camp Greene site was made last 
summer on recommendation of Major 
General Wood, then commander of the 
department of the southeast.

German ‘Machines Attempt 
to Take Photographs—Ar- 
tillery Continues Active on 
Both Sides.

RAIDS ARE MADE 
BY FRENCH TROOPS 
ON GERMAN LINES 


Paris, February 12.—dActive local op- 
erations were carried out last night 
by the French. German raiding parties 
were beaten back. The following offi- 
cial account of these operations was 
given out today 

“The night was marked by great ac- 
tivity on the part of French detach- 
ments. North of the Ailette a bold raid 
carried out in the vicinity of Boucon- 
ville enabled the French to bring back 
twenty prisoners and two machine 
guns. In the Woevre the French made 
several successful incursions intd the 
German lines. West of Renenauville 250 
Gérmans were captured. 

“After a lively bombardment the 
Germans attempted to approach the 
French lines between Bezonvaux and 
Fosses wood. The attack, delivered by 
three detachments, was checked by the 
French fire, which inflicted losses on 
the enemy. Other German efforts in 
the Champagne, Woevre and Vosges 
obtained no result.”

“I beg our soldier comrades to re- 
main calm and await with patience the 
moment of the return of each detach- 
ment to its home in its turn. I beg 
that no effort to be spared to bring 
into the stores all artillery and other 
military equipment which cost mil- 
liards of the people’s money. 

“Remember that only systematic 
demobilization can be carried out in 
the shortest time and that systematic 
demobilization alone can prevent. in- 
terference with the sending of food 
supplies to those detachments which 
Te for a certain period on the 
ront.”

I refer to the announcement made in 
my correspondesice last week that the 


national food ministration had no- 


tified the"Georgia members of congress 


that Georgia farmers who had on hand 


supplies of corn, or the products of 
corn, would not be required to make 


purchases pound for pound of corn 
meal, or other cereals, in making pur- 
chases of flour... 


The Constitution's Washington r- 


respondent did not send this report 


until he was fully satisfied of its cor- 
rectness. Immediately other corre- 
spondents pounced upon The Consti- 
tution’s report and questioned its au- 
thority. 

The ruling of the Georgia food admin- 
istration confirms word for word just 
what The Constitution’s correspondent 
said. 

All that is asked is that the state 
food administration be satisfied ‘that 
the regulation as now construed is not 
abused. It is simply required that 
those who have corn, or corn meal of 
their own production, must satisfy the 
state food administration accordingly. 

The ruling is entirely satisfactory 
to the Georgia members of congress 
who protested against a regulation that 
would have required duplicate pur- 
chasesjof both meal and flour by those 
who had meal of their own grinding. 

The Constitution’s correspondent may 
always be relied upon to hew to the 
mark, tell the truth, and present the 
facts just as they are about any news 
story that comes under his observation. 
He has no political end to serve and 
is in Washington simply for the pur- 
pose of presenting through The Con- 
stitution’s news columns accurate and 
reliable information on current news 
developments, and that is just exactly

In response to the nation’s call for 
the production and conservation of 
food the AtMnta university proposes 
to open classes in home gardening 
at Stone hall; beginning Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 16, and continuing throughout 
the fall. Colored people, who can quali- 
fy, will be welcomed to attend. 

The basis of instruction ig to be a 
typical garden limited for the first 
crop, to certain vegetables which ex- 
perience has taught, can be grown with 
profit in this climate and soil. Early 
beets, lettuce, onions and tomatoes will 
complete the menu. 

It is proposed to continue the work 
during the summer and give instruc- 
tion in the preparation of the ground 
for the planting of sweet potatoes and 
a few other staples which may serve 
as a second crop on the same plot of 
ground. ’ 

The requirement for instruction is 
that each member of the class shall un- 
dertake a garden project, shall provide 
a plot at least of sixteen feet square 
in a place open to the sin and shall 
provide the necessary tools for cultiva- 
tion.
